1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use 
or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 1- 13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Grisham (US 
4739128). 

Regarding claim 1, Grisham shows: 
a display (51); 

a key section (29 or 50); and 
information items (see 51). 

Regarding claim 6, Grisham shows: 
a display (51); 

two key sections (29 or 50; buttons in fig. 6); 

selecting and executing an information item (col. 2, lines 19-22). 



Regarding claims 10, Grisham shows: 

a display (51); 

first key section (29 or 50); 
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second key section (buttons in fig. 6); 

a memory and controller (see operation of 5 1 in fig. 6). 

Regarding claims 2-5, 7-9, 11-13, Grisham shows: 

the joystick key (50) which has movement and execution key (see fig. 4); 

arrow and execution keys (see 29 in fig. 5). 

2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over JP 6-232992 
in view of Grisham. 

Regarding claims 1-13, JP 6-232992 shows: 

a joystick key (fig. 2) which has movement and execution key; 

an arrow key (fig. 4); 

the search and executing information item. 

JP 6-232992 differs from the claimed invention in that it does not show an application of the 



invention with a telephone which has another set of key and display and memory. 
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However, Grisham teaches providing a similar key as '992 in a telephone which has a second set 
of key, display, memory and controller. Since '992 is in the phone environment, therefore, it 
would have been obvious for one skilled in the art to apply 4 992 in Grisham 5 s type of phone. 
This simply can be considered as an intended use of '992, as the basic concept and operation of 
the joystick key is substantially unchanged.
